HOSPITAL CLOSED TO HIM.

A Man Refuse i at St. Catherine's
Died in Jail.

Surgeon McNamarn'i Conduct to Be
Investigated.

Justice Watson, In the Ewen Street
Court, Williamsburg, y expressed
himself very strongly on tha subject of
Ambulance Surgeon McNamara, of Bt.
Cethenne's Hospital.

On Tuesday Lawrence Murtha applied
for admission to St Catherine's Hos-
pital, Mjlng he wa out of work and
sick. They wiuld not let him In.

On Wednesday morning he was picked
up on tha street In an unconscious con-
dition and taken to tha Seventh Precinct
station.

Surgeon McNamara Refused to carry
him to the hospital, claiming that he
was troubled only with rheumatism. In
the course of a few nours Murtha re-

vived and staggered from the station.
Late that evening lie was again found
unconscious, this time In a saloon on
Freeman street.

Ho was taken to the station-hous-

and an ambulance summoned. McNa-
mara, when he came, was Indignant,
and threatened to get the police Into
trouble for bothering him with such a
trivial case. Then the sergeant locked
Murtha up on a charge of vagrancy.

In the Ewen Street Court yesterday
Justice Wutson committed Murtha to
tho almshouse. He was taken down-
town In the van, an I, while waiting
In Kaymond Street Jail to give his
pedigree, dropped dead. '

Coroner Kene hiw ordered an autopsy.
Surgeon McNamara could not bo seen

at St. Catherine's Hospital when an
"Evening World" reporter called

Justice Watson, however, expressed
an Intention of making an Investigation,
and said the present system of corduct-ln- g

hospitals Is a disgrace.
St. Catherine's Hospital draws a snug

sum of money annually from the city,
but Is rated as a private corporation.

A window smasher has been operat-
ing extenslvel In the First Precinct,
Brooklyn, during the past few weeks,
end Capt. Campbell and the detectives
of the Adams street station are trying
to catch him. So far he has eluded
the police and continues his depreda-
tions undisturbed.

He turned up again this morning.
A large plate glass window in the store
at 481 Fulton street was broken with
a paving stone and an overcoat valued
at $20 was stolen, flie window was
valued ai $1V.

At the inquest Charles White, the
motorman, testified he came from Ihe
West during the strike, and secured a
situation on the Crosstown line. At
the time of the accident, he said, his
car was not going faster than six or
seven miles an hou- - Tho.boy attempted
to run across the tracks, in a diagonal
course Whin sail he tried to stop the
enr, but was unable to do co until after
the bov had fallen. White declared that
when the fender struck the boy It was
pushed under the car.

"If there had been no fender there,"
he said, "I think the boy might have
escaped being knocked down, or 1

might have caught him. He slid under
tho car, putting out his hands 1 tried
to catch one of them, but ho was
drawn under the platform before 1 could
save him."

White also said the fenler may have
been defective.

Corporation C'onnsel Snjs He Can
Raid "Mttle Montr Carlo."

The Corporation Counsel y ren-
dered to the Police Board an opinion
regarding the alleged gambling place,
"Little Monte Carlo," In Westchester
County, by this opinion It was shown
that any gambling place within 500

yards of a countv line Is within the
Jurisdiction of both counties.

According to this, Supt. Byrnes has
not only the power to close "Little
Monte Carlo." but It Is his duty to do
so. The opinion was submitted to the
Board through Supt. Byrnes, to whom
It was sent

Although the New York police may
make arrests, the trial must be had, ac-

cording to the opinion. In a court of
record having criminal Jurisdiction, and
must be upon Indictment of the Grand
Jury.

The Courts of Special Sessions have no
power to try crimes under such circum-
stances

Another opinion from the Corporation
CounI was to the effect that the
amended Constitution, although giving
pteference to vetcians for employment
for positions at $4 a day, or under, did
not abrogate the law requiring a com-
petitive examination.
